Count Toinaso Gnoli, Dircetor of 
the Brera Library and bibliogra- 
phic superintendent of Lombardy, 
who declared last January to a re- 
presentative of the, Corriere della 
Sera that ‘‘the find was a precious 
contribution to the history of: the 
great violin maker,” writes to, the 
sume newspaper admitting and ex- 
plaining his mistake. 

Latest Version, 

.The following is the ‘latest ver- 
sion of the affair. About two yeats 
ago two old furniture dealers of 
Bergamo, named Zanardi ‘and 
Ravasio, began offering for sale to 
Various’ persons the supposed 
Stradivarius papers, they said, 
they had found in ‘an old. drawer 
purchased from, a, nobleman of 
Bergamo. Signor Bisiach,. a well- 
known violin maker: ond an en- 
thusiastic student of his great 
predecessor, bought nearly all of 
them at ‘various intervals during 
the last two years ‘for 50,000 lire 
(nbout £540). : # 

The documents purchased by 
Signor Bisiach were nearly.300 in 
number; many were insignificant 
but some were of great interest. A 
biography of Stradivarius, written 
upparently eight years<after’ his 
death by his Confegsor, a certain 
Father Bonavente; a treatise on the 
art of making violins attributed to 
Stradivarius himself, and _ letters 
fram Christofori, the "inventor ‘of 
the .pianoforte, were especially 
prized. bos 

When at the beginning of this 
year the newspapers began to give 
news .of the find Signor Bisiach, 
whose good faith in the matter is 
beyond question, .presented part of 
the documents, to Count Gnoli os 
the official. authority charged with 
the task of examining - ol 
and prints found'in Lombardy, and 
Count Gnoli, after a short and, as 
he now admits, incomplete examina- 
tion, did not hesitate to declare 
that he. believed the :documents to 
he authentic and “very impertant.” 

.» Experts Taken In, +). 

Two or three other experts ex- 
piessed’ the same. opinion.. The 
Government then ordered the con- 
fiseation of all, thé docnments ‘in 
possession of: Signor Bisinch so that 
they might be thoroughly examin-

in Hong Kong must be regarded as 
incfidient. We hope Mr. Braga will 
return to the subject at the earliest 
possible opportunity, and put some 
further questions.

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| LIFEBOAT CONSTRUCTION. {. 


NONSELF-RIGHTING TYPE) 
ADVANTAGES. 


The advantages and disadvantages 
of ths non-seli-righting type and 
the self-righting type of lifeboat 
are discussed in an article in thee 
current issue of The Lifeboat, the 


Boat’ Institution.: 

‘« Broadly ‘speaking,” 
“the experience of thy Institution 
shows that with large lifeboats, in- 
tended to go well out to sea, whe 
ther sailing or motor, it is better 
tor set aside the self-righting prin- 
eiple and aim at greater, buoyancy: 
stability, and speed.. At present 
tather more than half of the .in- 
stitution’s fleet-are self-righting 
boats, but'as the pulling and sail- 
ing lifeboats are replaced by motar 
lifoboats, the number with the 
sel f-righting principle is. steadily 
‘growing less, ae : 

Of the institution's 70 motor life- 
boats, at the end of last year,’ 21 
owere self-righting boats. Ofthe 14 
motor lifeboats under construction 
only two were self-tighting.” A 
tablo is given showing that during 
the past 78 years 41 ‘self-righting 
lifeboats capsized with loss of life 
and 52 capsized without loss of life, 
making a total of M35 lives lost in 
93 ewpsized ; while with the non-self- 
righting lifeboats 10 capsized, with 
loss of life, and none capsized with- 
out loss of life, making a total of, 
8& lives los? in 10 capsizes. - 


“Thus it will be seen,’’ states the |- 


article, “that the non-self-righting 
lifeboats never’ capsized without 
loss of life, and that the average of 
lives lost for each capsize was near- 
ly seven, while in the ‘case of the 
self-righting lifeboats, it was under 
two. ' -

nine times as many capsizes of sel f- 
righting lifeboats, and more than 
twice'ags many lives were lost from 
them.” ; ;
